Those  who  saw  Miss  Cornelia 
Otis  Skinner  on  the  stage  of  the 
auditorium  here  last  Wednesday 
night,  must  have  been  thrilled  and 
delighted  by  her  performance.  But 
to  be  admitted  to  the  dressing  room 
of  so  great  an  artist  was  surely  the 
thrill  that  comes  once  in  a  life  time. 

Miss  Skinner  was  seated  before  a 
mirror,  in  the  west  dressing  room 
back-stage,  applying  her  make-up. 
There  was  an  open  suit-case  full  of 
make-up,  clothing,  and  such  per¬ 
sonal  stage  properties  as  she  needed 
for  her  performance. 

The  pictures  of  Miss  Skinner 
which  one  sees,  and  the  comments 
which  one  hears,  do  not  begin  to  do 
justice  to  her  beauty.  On  seeing  her, 
one  Is  Immediately  impressed  by  her 
splendid  bearing  and  complete  self- 
control.

President  Lamkin  announced  this 
week  that  the  rooms  to  be  used  as 
a  Student  Center  will  be  ready  for 
occupation  when  the  students  return 
from  the  Christmas  holidays.  Presi¬ 
dent  Lamkin’s  entire  communica¬ 
tion  to  the  Northwest  Missourian  for 
the  student  body  follows: 

“By  the  time  the  Christmas  vaca¬ 
tion  is  over,  the  Student  Center 
rooms  will  be  ready  for  use,  though 
not  furnished.  As  all  lockers  are 
now  on  the  first  floor,  as  both  men’s 
and  women’s  rooms  are  on  that 
floor,  as  the  “old  west  library”  will 
be  available,  all  student  activities 
after  six  o’clock  in  the  evening  may 
be  concentrated  on  the  first  floor. 

“It  may  be  announced  now  that 
effective  January  6,  1941,  floors 
above  the  first  will  not  be  open  after 
six-thirty  p.  m.  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  President,  or  of 
the  Director  of  Operations  (Mr. 
Reid),  unless  the  Auditorium  is  to 
be  used.  Permission  will  not  be  given, 
except  for  urgent  reasons.  Various 
student  gatherings,  social  or  busi¬ 
ness,  can  be  held  on  the  first  floor. 
If  faculty  members  wish  to  meet 
students,  a  room  on  that  floor  can 
be  arranged.' 

“After  January  6,  students  who 
bring  their  lunches  will  be  accom¬ 
odated  in  Room  103  or  in  the  Book 
Store.  Students  are  asked  to  ob¬ 
serve  this  request,  and  not  eat  their 
lunches  in  other  rooms.” 

Rooms  Are  Redecorated 
The  Student  Center  is  being  form¬ 
ed  from  the  three  large  rooms  in 
the  southeast  portion  of  the  admin¬ 
istration  building.  These  rooms  v/ere 
formerly  occupied  by  the  College 
High  School. 

The  rooms  have  been  entirely  re¬ 
decorated.  The  floors  have  been 
painted  maroon  color  as  are  the 
floors  of  the  halls.  The  walls  are 
painted  in  two  shades  of  cream  with 
a  green  stenciled  border.  Seats  are 
being  constructed  around  the  walls 
for  the  accomodation  of  large  groups 
who  gather  there  and  for  those  who 
wish  to  observe  rather  than  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  recreational  activ¬ 
ities  held  there.  The  windows  are 
hung  with  Venetian  blinds. 

The  Student  Senate  will  have 
charge  of  the  activities  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Center.  At  all  times  they  will 
have  either  a  host  or  hostess  pres¬ 
ent  to  insure  the  comfort  and  con¬ 
venience  of  the  guests.  At  first  the 
Service  Fraternity  will  cooperate  in 
providing  these  hosts  or  hostesses. 

The  large  room  to  the  west  will 
be  available  for  class  and  organ¬ 
ization  meetings.  Arrangements  for 
its  use  must  be  made  with  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Senate. 

The  room  to  the  south  Is  to  be 
used  primarily  for  social  purposes. 
In  it  will  be- placed,  In  addition  (o 
other  furniture,  some  sort  of  iniis-  ' 
leal  machine,  probably  a  combined 
radio  and^  victroia  to  be  used  for 
both  entertainment  and, dancing. 

The  use  to  which  tile  east  room 
will  be  put  hns  not  yet  been  deter¬ 
mined  definitely. 

The  hall  from  which  all  of  thesp 
rooms  open  will  be  used  for  special  ' 
games,  such  as  chess,  checkers,  or 
other  games  as  the  students  desire.

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INFLUENZA 

The  “'Flu”  has  become  a  loosely  used  term  for 
almost  every  respiratory  trouble,  but  influenza 
means  a  very  serious  infection  of  the  virus  type. 
In  this  respect  it  -resembles  smallpox.  It  spreads 
the  same  way,  although  -the  symptoms  are  very 
different. 

So  far.this  year  we  have  had-no  characteristic 
cases  of  influenza.  The  symptoms  arc  very  plain 
and  marked,  the  onset  sudden.  There  is  nasal  dis¬ 
charge  or  inflammation  of  the  throat  and 'bronchi 
accompanied  by  fever,  great  muscular  soreness,  and 
severe  neuralgic  pain.  , 

There  is  no  successful  vaccination  to  prevent 
the  onset  and  no  specific  'cure.  The  disease  must 
run  its  course.  Here,  “  An  ounce  of  prevention  is 
worth  a  pound  of  cure.  ”  It  is -simple  and -should 
be  easy  to  take.  Check  up  on  your  general  'physical 
health;  correct , the  .mistakes  in  your  diving  habits. 
If  necessary,  consult  your  doctor  before1  you  are 
stricken ;  and  follow  the  'plain  rules  of  hygiene  and 
heal  tb.  They  can  be  summarized  In  a  very  few 
words— plenty  of  rest,  fresh  air  -and anild -exercise,  a 
well-balanced  diet,  and  probably  the  most  im¬ 
portant  of  all,  freedom  from  worry. 

If  you  are  thus  prepared  and  you  -are  stricken 
With  influenza,  immediately  go  to  bed.  -Conserve 
all  your  energy  and -give -nature  a  chance.  You  will 
probably  soen  be  well  and  safe  from' the  unfortunate 
complications  that  may  last  through  -life.  ,

history  of  the  Jewish  and  Christian 
•religions,  to  receive  a  personal  lift 
and  inspiration,  and  to  get  a  true 
•picture  of  what  the  meaning  of  the 
'Christian  religion  is."  Other  relig¬ 
ions,  she  said,  are  not  concerned 
•with  ideals  and  making  practical* 
adjustments  to  the  world;  they  wont 
,to  forget  this  world. 

The  advice  given  to  the  students 
to  aid  them  in  learning  about  the 
Bible  was  to  take  a  college  course  in 
Bible,  study  a  modern  translation 
with  a  commentary  to  aid  in  the 
interpretation,  read  a  book  about 
the  Bible,  and  join  a  group  of  peo¬ 
ple  who  study  together  one  partic¬ 
ular  section  of  the  Bible.

Maryville  Wins  By 
Unexpected  Margin 

Throwing  off  the  spell  that  must 
have  been  cast  over  them  last 
Friday  the  Thirteenth  when  they 
were  defeated  by  Drake,  the  Bear¬ 
cats  opened  their  home  season  by 
defeating  Upper  Iowa  University, 
Monday  night,  by  a  score  of  43-12. 

Harold  Hutcheson,  senior  letter- 
man,  marked  up  the  first  4  points 
when  he  sank  two  counters  in  the 
first  three  minutes  of  play.

NYA  Health  Projects 

Soon  to  Be  Extended 


State-wide  health  projects  for 
NYA  workers  will  be  in  operation 
in  all  48  states,  as  well  as  New  York 
City,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alas¬ 
ka,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  Virgin  Is¬ 
lands  before  January  1  as  part  of 
the  National  Youth  Administration’s 
$2,500,000  health  program,  NYA  Ad¬ 
ministrator  Aubrey  Williams  today 
reported  to  Paul  V.  McNutt,  Federal 
Security  Administrator  and  coordin¬ 
ator  of  all  health  and  welfare  activ¬ 
ities  affecting  national-defense.  V 

The  National  Youth  Administra-j 
tion  has  already  approved  state- 1 
wide  health  projects  In  20  states 
which  are  scheduled  to  begin  opera- 1 
tion  immediately.  By  February,  the  I 
NYA  will  have  accumulated  mass 
data  on  the  health  of  100,000  young 
people,  the  NYA  administrator  re*- 
ported. 

“One  of  the  major  contributions 
which  the  National  Youth  Admin¬ 
istration  may  make  In  the  present 
emergency,  is  to  promote  the  high¬ 
est  standards  of  health  and  physical 
fitness  of  persons  employed  on  the 
NYA  out-of-school  work  program 
through  full  utilization  of  available 
resources  of  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  and  the  local  communities,” 
Mr.  Williams  said.
